Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
today that Mr. and Mrs. Archie 
Cude of near Mena shall keep 
custody of their children until 
the merits of a suit seeking to 
take the children from them be- 
cause Cude will not have them 
vaccinated is heard by the Su- 
preme Court.

Cude said vaccination 
was 


against his religious: beliefs. 


Shaw told the Supreme Court 


that under the guardianship or-; 
der the Welfare Department had 
the right to take custody of the 
children and that this should not 
be done until the case is heara 
on appeal. 


The next step is for the case 


to be heard in the chancery 
court and for an appeal to be 
taken from the decision of that 
court. 


Cude is a farmer and crafts- 


man who moved to Polk Coun- 
ty 15 years ago from the Hous- 
ton, Tex., area. He has five old- 
er children who attended school, 
Shaw said, without being vac- 
cinated and without running into 
trouble. 


Shaw said Cude was instruct- 


ing the children at home: 


Shaw said Cude's first brush 


with the law occurred several 
years ago when the state or- 
dered him to vaccinate his cat- 
He against Bangs, disease. H« 
sold his cattle, about 40 head, 
rather than do this. 


Then, on three occasions, the 


state hailed him into court be- 
cause his children were not at- 
tending school. Each time he 
was fined $10 for the offense, a 
misdemeanor,

Foreign Aid 
Overhaul Next

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee has advised the adminis- 
tration to overhaul its foreign 
aid program next year or face 
the possibiliyt of Congress doing 


The committee — the pro- 


gram's best friend on Capitol 
Hill—turned put to be one of its 
severest critics in a report rec- 
ommending passage of a $4,- 
202,365,000 foreign aid authori- 
zation bill. The Senate starts 
debate on the bill Monday. 


The report revealed that the 


committee seriously considered 
—but rejected—an amendment 
that would have terminated the 
aid program June 30, 1965, to 
force sweeping changes in its 
operations. 


"The c o m m i t t e e refrain- 


ed from adopting this amend- 
ment in the expectation, which 
it hopes will not prove unjusti- 
fied, that 
the administration 


will submit a fiscal year 1965 
program to Congress which has 
been revamped in major re- 
spects," the report said. 


For the fiscal year, starting 


next July 1, the committee spe- 
c i f i c a 1 ly recommended the 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment curtail its program to 
eliminate from aid ' countries 
which can take care of them- 
selves." It said "even more se- 
1 e c t i v i t y among countries 
should be introduced." 


The report called for prompt 


and serious consideration of "a 
greatly-increased utilization of. 
multilateral agencies," such as 
the World Bank and subsidi- 
asies like the International De- 
velopment Association. 


The report bristled with unex- 


pected criticisms from a com- 
mittee which recommended re- 
storing $700,290,000 of a $l-bil- 
Uon House siu|. ;$|iybill ,w,a& 


President Kennedy requested. ; 


It said evidence showed the 


program has been generally 
successful in strengthening the 
s e c u r i t y and advancing the 
United States and the free 
world. 


But the committee said it was 


not impressed with the adminis- 
tration's case for maintaining 
aid programs, even on a small 
scale, "in virtually every under- 
developed country in the free 
world and in a few developed 
or relatively 
developed coun- 
tries.

Cotton Bill 
Designed to 
Help Mills 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Sen. J, 


William Fulbright D-Ark., asked 
President Kennedy today to 
press for congressional passage 
Of a cotton bill. The bill, Ful- 
bright conceded, is designed to 
help domestic textile mills — 
"not 
the farmers." 


But, 
he said, the cotton farm- 


er cannot prosper if the mills 
don't. 


The bill, 
approved 
some 


months ago by the House Agri- 
culture Committee, is aimed at 
ending an existing two - price 
system for cotton by providing 
a domestic subsidy to offset an 
CVfe cent a pound export subsidy. 


There is considerable doubt 


throughout the cotton industry, 
Fulbright told Kennedy in a let- 
ter, whether the administratiqn 
is actively seeking passage of a 


cotton bill this year. The Indus- 
ry, he said, has been in a "eon' 
used state" since early this 
rear over prospects for a bill. , 


Domestic textile mills say 


that because of the export sub- 
sidy on U.S. cotton—which per- 
mits foreign mills to purchase 
cotton below prices paid by U.S. 
mills—they cannot compete in 
the textile markets and must 
use more synthetic fibers and 
less cotton. 


"I am not urging the admin- 


istration to get behind the House 
bill on the basis that it is satis- 
factory in all respects," Ful- 
bright said. "It is a bill to help 
the mills—not the farmers. But 
I realize that in the long run the 
cotton farmer cannot prosper if 
the mills are suffering." 


The bill, he said, would give 


the mills "a subsidy consider- 
ably greater than that needed to 
compete with foreign mills, and 
this unearned windfall will come 
at the expense of the farmer."

available American ships, sup- 
plemented by ships of other 
countries as required." 


The Hungarians are known to 


be upset about the higher rates 
charged by American ships. 


"I don't think the Hungarians 


have pulled out completely, but 
it is understandable they are 
taking a second look," Hodges 
said.

Hodges said he has heard the 


American rates might be higher 
than those of foreign ships bo- 
cause of higher costs, particu- 
larly labor. But he rioted that 
world rates go up when the .de- 
mand for cargo space exceeds 
supply.

He also said it is entirely pos- 


sible some of the wheat will 
move in foreign ships, if enough 
American shipping is not avail- 
able.

Credit Card 
Business Is 
Firming Up

NEW YORK (AP)-The cred- 


it card business is firming up 
after going through some rocky 
times. 


This is due mainly to two fac- 


tors: The card companies have 
weened out the bad risks that 
got into their profits in the ear- 
ly days of the business. 


New Internal Revenue Service 


, regulations on expense accounts 
have made substantiation of 
certain expenditures necessary. 


And, says Howard L. Clark, 


president of American Express 
Co., which is observing the fifth 
anniversary of its entrance into 
the credit card business: "The 
rise in credit card use is a re- 
flection of more and more peo- 
ple deciding that a credit card 
is a respectable and useful 
document." 


The Big Three of the credit 


card field are Diners Club, 
American Express and Carte 
Blanche. Together they repre- 
sent about 2.5 million cardhold- 
ers who pay dues of $8 million 
annually and account for $450 
million in receivables. 


Clark said profits from Amer- 


ican 
Express 
credit 
cards 


this year will be substantial but 
the company does not break 
down net income of the cards 
from other activities. He pre- 
dicted that rredit rard volume 
for 1963 will total $235 million 
against $189 million last year. 


Diners Club had $200 million 


in worldwide receivables in 1962 
and said volume and profit 
would be up this year. 


Carte Blanche's 
receivables 


dropped from $104 million in 
1961 to $85 million in 1962. Cur- 
rent figures were not imme- 
diately available. 


In addition to the Big Three, 


there are about 40 bank credit 
plans remaining out of about 
100 which were formed during 
the initial rush to get into the 
field. 


There also are retail credit 


card plans which cater chiefly 
to customers of shopping cen- 
ters. 


Cardholders pay an annual 


fee for membership. They ran 
charge meals, hotel expenses, 
etc. The establishment patron- 
ied pays the credit dard com- 
pany a percentage and the com- 
pany bills the member. 


The credit card companies 


provides forms -on which the 
cardholder can designate the 
time and place and the reason 
for his expenditure. This fur- 
nishes a record for submission 
to the Internal Revenue Service, 
which now requires an account- 
ing of expense account expendi- 
tures exceeding $25. 
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Man Convicted

Herlocker. was hit in the ear 


by a bullet from a .32 caliber 
revolver and died two days 
later. The jury deliberated for 
90 minutes before reaching its 
verdict in the two-day trial.

uled sentencing for 10 a.m. 
Thursday. He had ruled that 
Roberts could not use insanity 
as a defense because doctors at 
a federal hospital in Springfield, 
Mo., had found him sane.
